old Hill, owns a good mine in Washoe 


county, about two miles directly east of 
Washoe City. 
It is knowm as the Har- 


s mine, and has already yielded* con- 
iderable amount of rich ore. 
1'he lo- 


ation is on the top of a hill, which is a 
jerfeot network of small veins of gold- 
Mating quartz. The gold is coarse and 
ompletely covers and 4Us many speci- 
mens of th* rock. Thus far all the work 
one has been at and near the surface. 
The greatest depth anywhere attained is 
but about fifty feet. 


Mr. Harris has found on the surface 


some very rich specimens. 
The top 


nd sides of the hill are covered with 
iowldert of quartz,'and Mr. Harris now 
n'.ends gathering ore on the surface, be 
laving just discovered that en btiag 
iroken open many of them that out- 
wardly appear to be pnre white quartz 
are within filled with wire gold. 
Could 


he obtain water with which to sluice, 
he whole surface of the hill would pay 
ichly if worked as a placer mine. 
The other day he picked up on the 


inrface a piece of rock weighing some 
hreo ounces, which yielded an ounce of 
gold. A good deal ot the rock taken 
out of the small feeders is pounded in 
hand morUrn. Mr. Harris has men at 
work on his ground, and expects sooner 
or later to find the mother vein. The 
Itiartz shows a good deal of iron, and 
has a red and rusty appearance. In the 
same region, lying on the surface of the 
jroand, are found thin flakes or scales 
of black sulphnret of silver, assaying 
from $1,000 to $2,000, and without 
trace of gold. 


A good feature of the Harris mine is 


that it is paying right along, and is lia- 
ble almost any day to develop into 
big thing. The same ground has been 
run over by prospector* for twent 
years, and the only mark of a pick on 
the while hill was one little hole dnj 
by seme mau who was very tired when 
he began work."
